Its complete fulfilment would be 
the perfection of our eooial life. F.: baps 
no error of judgment upon this subject it 
more common than that which regards 
hese relations only with reference to their 
>er»oii»l nearness. 
Tliere are those who 


eem to exuaubt all their resources and 
lowers upon their domestic relations, and 
v ho have neither time nor energies left 
or outside claims. Others go a little fitf- 
her, aud obnerve also the demands of 
cin(lred and frierdship, while a still more 
numerous class acknowledge their social 
duties jubt as far as they fire in any wsy 
re.uwd to their own business or pleasure, 
but ignore or forget those which are re- 
mote, nucb as citizenship, patriotism and 
)liilanthropy. 


Tbe fact of these outer circles of social 


ife bung the more distant, so far from 
tbeolviug us from their consequent duties, 
rather gives additional reason for zeal in 
lieir performance. _They do not appeal, 
ike the others, to self-love for their,IBO- 
>ivo power, but to tbe nobler principle of 
universal benevolenoe. 
He who only 


:herichea atteutiou for those with whom he 
ntimately miuglee, stifles, a large part of 
tin better nature. Public spirit ta it. true 
>-enee, by uniting the interests) of different 
classes, and preventing a narrow absorp- 
tion in one-Bided' and personal objects, 
aims at the very root of selfuhnew. .The 
citizen who, without neglecting his family 
duties and friendly relations, devotes.a 
portion, of bin time and means to the in- 
:ereats of the city or town in which be 
dwelli*, and endeavors according to bis 
ability to improve the character and hap- 
line-s of its inhabitants, is not only ac- 
.tially benefitting others, but himself also, 
by developing m his own nature that 
spirit of benevoleuoe which ia among its 
ugliest traits.

These public duties do not, of ocnne, 


press upon all equally, or in tbe aame 
uanuer. Some have means, some have 


uro, gome have talents, and some in- 


lueare. It, ia for each to consider wheth- 
er he is apportioning them aright, or 
whether he is selfishly expending them 
wholly on private interests. Even thow 
who possees these bleedings in a very 'lim- 
ited measure may yet bestow their sym- 
pathies en matters of public welfare. 
There are also certain duties which, be- 
ong strictly to every citizen, which none 
cau rightly ignore. Such is the duty ol 
casting a vote for those who are honestly 
believed to be bct>t calculated to fill public 
cCices of trurt. nnd importance. This U 
one of our distinctive national privileges, 
but it is none the Ices a peremptory duty, 
aud one which no legal voter has any 
ripht to renounce. There are those who, 
while deprecating the evils that exist it 
the management of publitfaffairs, yet stanc 
aloof, 
and withhold the support me 


guidance that their influence might con- 
ter. Suca conduct is not only inconsist- 
ent, but it is the very means of iocreasiof 
tho miBuhiefs they lament. If any one 
sees aa evil within his reach, he is bound 
by that very clearness of vision, to ezer 
all bin power to counteract it. The pas- 
sive contemplation of wrong is in itself • 
wronj.', if by any effort of our own we 
could help to subdue it. 


It is truo that every effort at ceU-im- 


provemcat benefits other*; every familj 
rightly brought up blesses the State; ever] 
virtuous itBsociaUon well conducted, profiti 
the whole community; every circle touches 
aud influences the one outside it. Yet we 
are in direot relation to them all, am 
owe duties to each which cannot be shirk 
ed. It is doubtless possible for raeu to be 
so absorbed by public affairs, as to neglec 
those which lie close at homo; but sue] 
men «re often found to be, after all, work 
ing through public channels, only for per 
tonal aggrandizement. Those who exert 
themselves, not only for ulterior objects, 
but sincerely and earnestly, for the higbes 
good of tho community, will not often be 
found neglecting their families or ignorini 
their friends. Pure motives and vigorou 
eifuru in oue relation of life will indue 
the earns in all the others, and the besl 
citizen nnd the truest patriot will -gener 
ally be found to be tbe most faithful paren 
and tb«j mo*t devoted friend.

The Chicago papers state that the re- 


cent mow storm in that seotie-i was the 
most violent within the memory of the 
oldeat inhabitant. . The following account 
will be read with interest : 


•The earliest direot news of tbe storm 
is received from Cheyenne, the moat 


westward meteorological station, it hav- 
ing commenced to snow there about i 
o'clock p. m. on January ILlh. Reports 
were also received from Omaha, Dutnth 
and St. Paul on the same day, showing 
bat the storm had al<io commenced in 
those cities. The storm commmenced 
with no cessation of violence till about 
midnight of 'the 12tb, when the weather 
telegrams failed to give any further knowl- 
>dge of it. It had suddenly disappeared, 
jut only to strike Chicago with a premon- 
itory drizxle of rain on the morning of the 
13th, tbe same symptoms showing* them- 
selfua in St. Louis and Milwaukee. It 
changed to snow in the afternoon, and the 
storm then let out tbe full power of its 
fury. The snow fell in clouda all night, 
:aking the form of heavy, douf e panicles 
irom the warmth oi the atmosphere, and 
drifting ill gloat masses that tiutified to 
tbe violence of tbe blasts that accompa- 
nied it. -

An Important Decision. 


Srr.niGS-rmLD, ILL., Jan. 24. 


The Supremo Court this morning an- 


nouu'cad tho decision in tta casa of Chen- 
ney vs. Chate snd others, reversing tho de- 
cree of th* Superior Court of Chicago dis- 
solving the Injunction and dismissing the 
aill. Th« decision is the unanimous opin- 
ion of the court, by Judge Boyuton, Cbiaf 
Justice L«.wreuce, and JucUa Sheldon, 
who file a separate opinion. The court de- 
cide* tbafc the ecclesiastical court had ju- 
risdiction ol the subject matter of the 
charge against ihd accused, and also hi* 
person; that ths cort>mi$Giou to the presen- 
ters constitutes no part o£ tho jurisdiction 
and is not before tho court; that n suffi- 
cient presentment and the attendance of 
the 
accused clergyman, to answer it, 


with or without citation, conferred juris- 
diction on the reciprocal court. 
Tho 


court decide* that tho prescntmont was 
sufficient under the canons of tho church 
and the rulee of law, and Hr. Cbenney, 
appearing in obedienns to » proper citation 
duly served, the reciprocal court had full 
jurisdiction of the proceeding, and no ob- 
jection can be infcda in a court of equi 
ty to 
any rnlinga thereafter made. 


The court revictrs the decision of the *c- 
cleiiastioal court on the material question 
presented to them, aiid approve such 
rulings. Tho decree of the Superior Court 
is held to be s violation of the fundamen- 
tal principle recojrnized in this country by 
the constitution, that Church and State 
will bo kapt separate. Acourt of law 
not interfere Trith tho administration of 
discipline or the adjudications of a church 
court unlca* property is involved. A cler- 
g-yman has » pecuniary volne, but by the 
constitution and lawn of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church the enjoyment defends 
on obedienco to tho regulations of the 
chnrch and submission to its judgments.

Frightful Explotlon. 


AT THE ROBERTS NrTBO-QIiTCKBIH WOJIKB, 


ON HAMMOND HUN. ONE MAH INSTANT- 
LY, K1LLKD. 
About one o clock yesterday afternoon, 


Charles D. Palmer, a lad of nineteen years 
of age was instantly killed by an explosion 
at Roberta & Go's, torpedo and nitre-gly- 
cerine works on Hammond Run, npwardf 
of a mils south from this city. The youth 
had been employed in manufacturing ni- 
tto-glycerine for the past two months, 
and Mr. Pennypaoker who generally su- 
perintends the workt, being in Philadel- 
phia, tha torpedo filling department was 
left in the oharg* of Mr. A. S. Wett, and 
the unfortunate youth. 
The spot where 


tha accident took place, is not near 
tho gl vcoria factory proper, but situated 
about half a mile distant, on tha top of the 
hill, and the only buildings in the immedi- 
ate neighborhood were a small wooden 
6x0 box or shed, lightly built, wher« tor- 
pedoes were filled with fulminating 
compound, and another small building 
whare they are stored afUr being filled, 
at a distance apart of about 200 feet. It 
appears that Mr. A. S. "West had been up to 
the former building, and had filled fifteen 
torpedoes, and was in the act of carrying 
them away, having left tix others for hia 
companion to fill. He had just reached the 
road about two hundred yards distant, 
when the explosion took place. He im- 
mediately turned round and found tha 
house blown to atoms, and Charley laying 
horribly mangled and lifelosi about twenty 
feet from th» «pot. About an hour after- 
wards our reporter visited the scene of the 
accident, and found the remains of young 
Palmer lying in a barn and covered with a 
blanket. Tho face was badly scorched and 
black, there were also several cult, and 
much suffusion of blood on the nurfaoa. 
The hair was burned, and the eyes 
apparently 
badly injured. 
The right 


arm 
was 
broken. 
Both 
legt 
were 


shockingly mangled and doubled up over 
over the intestines, which protruded, and, 
in fact, tke whole lower portion, of the 
body looked at if it had been torn to 
pieces and frightfully lacerated by wild 
beasts. A vapor was also arising from tha 
surface of the body which clearly indica- 
ted that it was not yet cold. The »ite 
where the explosion occurred was then 
visitod. 
Almost tho fiist thing which 


struck tho eye was the spot where the 
body was found. 
It wa* covered with

trees were discovered to bo stnddded with

There was no appearance of 
any building having been there, except 
twenty-Jour torpedo caies, lying promia" 


udly about the auow, also a number 


of empty wooden boxes, which hnd once 
contained the fulminate. 
A small vice, a 


jammer, hatchet and wrench were lying 
within whore the enclosure had been, 
and two upright pla,nk< which formed 
part of the bench where tha young man 
lad stood, wer« almost covered wiih blood 
and fragments of his person, tksy remained 
upright in the ground like a tombstone, 
with a bloody epitaph, while nearly every 
other surrounding object was prostrate. 
The cause oi tho accidant is supposed to 
have been that tho unfortunate youth, af- 
ter filling the torpcdoej, had attempted to 
screw on tho o^p without .sufficiently 
wiping tho thread of the screw, and 
thus freeing it from every trace of Ifce 
powder.

is a 
Common 
Council? 


It is a body of men elected by the legal 
voters of a corporate town, for the purpose 
of constituting a city government, by 
and through which tho city can speak and 
aot. This body is governed, when it 
speaks or acts, by an instrument known as 
the "City Charter or Constitution," which 
instrument is the supreme law of the city. 
Thia body of men are solemnly sworn to 
abide by and uphold this law, and to aot 
according to tho provisions therein con- 
tained. Thia body can be petitioned by 
any citizen, or number of citizens, for pri- 
vate or public enactments, but it holds the 
exclusive right to decide for or against, a», 
in its judgement, it may think proper. To 
this Council, therefore, all good citizens 
yield respect and obedience. To insure 
pure legislation, however, the official life ol 
a member is limited, so that if his course 
has not proven satisfactory, bis place may 
be filled by a roan who will carry out the 
pronounced wishes of tho city at large. 
Or, should any member violate the char- 
ter, or refuse to obey the wishes of his con- 
stituents, ho may bo called upon to resign, 
or for gross misconduct he may be impris- 
oned, and, if convicted, expelled. This iu 
brief is what constitutes a Common Coun- 
cil. Now, what are its duties and it« 
powers ? It is its duty to make and pro- 
vide such by-law* and ordinances for the 
government o£ tho oity as shall best con- 
duce to the comfort, happiness and pros- 
perity of the city and its iahabitants. It 
can sue and be sued, can borrow money, 
collect revenue, impose taxes, build pub- 
lic works, buildings and bridge*, can

Ond keep the lame iu repair, and do all 


any of those acts whiuh a legislative 


body m«>y of right do. As the State Leg" 
islaturb" ia subject to the State constitution, 
so is tha city legislature subject to tho oity 
constitution.

letter of the constitution, else it is null 
and void. But whoi? the constitution fails 
to provida for the enrolment ef a law 
which, the people demand, the legislature 
has tbe power to amend tho constitution 
itself. But how is this done? \Yaen the 
constitution of theSUto requires amend- 
ing, the representatives of the State draw 
up articles comprehending oil that is re- 
quired. Bear in mind fSat it is the jR«p- 
rescntaticcs who do this, and they only,

citizen or member of citizens, may petition 
or oihcrwiae express their opinions to their 
representative, but tha member is not 
bound to incorporate their views in the 
proposed act, or indeed to p\y any atten- 
tion to them at all, and why ?

Aa I have not noticed any Rouioville 


effusion in the columns of tho HEBALD 
of late, I will tax my " native shrewd- 
uess " with the task of scraping together a 
few odda and ends, descriptive of tho pres- 
ent condition of the producing interests in 
tbe immediate vicinity of town, which 
may, perhaps, bo of some interest to your 
readers of " crude " literature. 


Tho late marked advance in the price of 


oil has considerably livened op business, 
and has proven a stimulant to renewed ac- 
tivity among operatori of the district. 
Upwards of a dozen of new wells are, or 
will at au eurly day, be in, process of going 
down on that part of tbe McClintock farm 
between Cherry Ran and Oil Creek, on 
the hill just back of thia town, which will 
thorougaly tost'the value of this territory. 
What gave this territory ita present at- 
tractive features and new value) in the 
eyes of operators, was tho striking of a 
thirty-five barrel well on it in September, 
and which haa as yet but slightly de- 
oreaaed ia ito yield. J. Cowls, 15-q , ia the 
uuky owner. Tha following ia a list of 
names of some of tho operators who have 
each one well going down at present, or 
bavn derricks erected on thia territory 
preparatory to commencing tho work of 
drilling. D. H. Strong & Oo, R. Orr &

The Way to Blanket Bones. 


But few perjons, comparatively, under- 


stand how to apply a blanket to a horse to 
prevent him from contracting a' cold. • SVe 
frequently see the blanket folded, double 
and across the rump and part of the ani- 
mal's back, leaving those parts of the body 
which need protection entirely exposed to 
tha cold. 


Those parts of the body of a horse which 


surround the lungs require the benefit of 
a blanket, in preference to its flanks and 
romp. Wh»n we are exposed to a cur- 
rent of cold air, to guard against any in- 
jury from contracting cold, we shield our 
shoulders, neck, chest and back.

these parts be protected, the lower 
part of the body will eudnie) a de- 
gree of cold far more intense, without 
any injury to ths body, than if the lungs 
were not kept warm with suitable cover- 
ing. The same thing holds good on hor- 
se*. The blanket should cover the neck, 
withers and ihouldora, and be brought 
around the breast and buttoned or buckled 
together as closely as a man buttons his 
overcoat when about to face a driving 
storm. Let the lungs of a horso be well 
protected -with, a heavy blanket, and he 
will seldom take a cold, even if tho hind- 
most parts of his body are not covered.

Met Ms shoulders and lungs, and he will 
take cold sooner than men. — Exchange.
